A DWISIOX AT LAST. 

We are glad to see that the Board of 
Aldermen Inu e i I last decided upon u 
system of se« -eriyo for tile city. Vic- 
toria has been left mainlined much too 
long. The system which they have 
adopted is, it appears to US, that which 
is best suited to tile .situation and the 
circumstances of the city, it is thor- 
ough. The drains in connection with 
the main sewers will reach every section 
of the city Hie low parts of it as well 
as the high. lL is suited to the future 
as well us i<> the present needs of the 
city. When the work Is once done the 
drainage ol Victoria will be complete. 
As the city grows all that w ill be needed 
will l)« extension. There will be no 
cobbling, no altering of levels. The 
system will grow, hut it will not be 
changed. This will be a very great ad- 
vantage, and will, in the long run, be 
economical. The old saying, "Well be- 
gun is half done," applies with peculiar 
force to H work like t lie drainage of u 
city intended to be permanent. 

We trust the aldermen will take every 
precaution to have the work honestly 
and properly done. There should be no 
trusting to the honesty and the good- 
will of the contractors to have all the 
stipulations of the contract strictly car- 
ried out. No loose bargain should be 
made like that with the Victoria, Saan- 
icli and Now Westminster Railroad 
Company. Nothing should lie loft to 
the discretion of the contractors. All 
that is required of them should bo speci- 
fically set forth in their agreement, und 
adequate security required for the fulfil- 
ment of all its conditions. We would 
not have insisted upon the business 
being done in a business like way had 
not recent experience convinced us that 
in making bargains for the city the al- 
dermen do not act as prudently in trans- 
acting the city's business as they do in 
conducting their own. 

In dealing with the railway company 
they left almost everything to the hon- 
esty and the honor of its directors. 
They seemed to have an unaccountable 
dislike to putting down exactly wdiat 
they required for their money in black 
and white. They gave the company a 
free hand while they bound the city 
only. This is why we take the liberty 
of reminding them that it is not 
safe to do business loosely with 
sew er or any other contractors. ".Safe 
hind safe find" is a good motto 
in the transaction of public as well as of 
private business, The aldermen are to 
he comtneded for having made up their 
minds to lose no more time in giving the 
city a good system of drainage, but we 
think it no harm to remind them that 
the citizens depend upon their going 
about the business in a business like 
way and getting as much for the public 
as if they intended to construct 
the sewers out of their private means. 



We are sorry to see that in the exe- 
cution of the project I lie aldermen have 
commenced badly and not as if they 
were spending their own money. They 
have voted to give the contract private- 
ly. They have a pet contractor and to 
him they have given the work without 
having once asked what others lire will- 
ing to do it for. Wc have no prejudice 
against outsiders, bill we do not tliink 
that favors should he shown them by 
the Board of Aldermen to the prejudice 
of residents of tli%province. So large 

and important a work as tho construc- 
tion <>f a system of sewers for the city 
should be open to competition, Resi- 
dent contractors should, at the very 
least, have an opportunity afforded them 
of bidding for the work. Tenders should

Tho August number of the Nineteenth 
Century contains a very interesting arti- 
cle "on change of air" by an eminent 
Knglish physician, Dr. Burney Veo. 
The essayist shows why a change of air 
is Boinetimes desirable, and he indicates 
what changes are beneficial and what 
are the reverse. He, like every observ- 
ant man and woman, is a great believer 
in atmospheric influences. He believes 
that both health and disease are often 
in the air. He says: 

"Our worst aerial enemies arc silent, 
unseen, inexorable. I had almost said 
they were no respecters of persons, but 
if 1 were to say so I would be in d. tiger 
of conveying a false impression ; for it 
is indeed most remarkable how insensi- 
ble some persons are to these subtle in- 
tl nonces. And it is greatly owing to this 
fact that mankind remained so long in 
ignorance of these atmospheric dangers. 
Men were mystified by what they saw, 
and it seemed to them as though a mys- 
terious intelligent agency, a malign 
spirit, hovered over them, unseen but 
active, to:, -iiing with baleful finger cer- 
tain predestined victims." 

It is surprising what great numbers 
there arc still who cannot be brought 
to believe that disease can be borne 
into their houses on the air they breathe. 
They cannot realize that air can be 
poisoned more readily than water or 
tiny other liquid. They shudder at the 
idea of the poisoned draught, and they 
regard the wretch who holds it to the 
lips of friend or relative as the most 
malignantly treacherous of all murder 
ers. But they frequently look upon 
those who permit delicate women 
and innocent children to be poisoned by 
the air they inhale every day and all 
day long as their dearest friends. 

Those who think that editors and oth 
ers who warn the public against tin 
dangers of a poisoned atmosphere an 
alarmists who make a great fuss about 
a small matter will perhaps listen witl 
respect to what an eminent London 
physician tells them about the evil 
consequences of breathing air which i 
made dangerous by the ignorance and 
t he laziness of men. Dr. Veo says: 

"lint if the atmosphere surrounding 
us is occasionally fraught with danger: 
and laden with mischief, does it not of 
ten bring with it a beneficent, health- 
giving influence * For its evil effects 
ire we not often ourselves responsible 
By ojtr ignorance, or by our indill'e 
•nee and carelessness, do we not often 
forrupt" 'the pure air of heaven,' and 
make it a danger when it should be a 
delight J" • 

This is seen almost everywhere. In 
this city, which is surrounded by ui 
pure and as cxhilirating an atmospheri 
is is to be found anywhere on the fact 
if the globe, it is allowed to be vitiate! 
uid made, instead of life-giving, life 
destroying. It is breathing this air, 
poisoned by the carelessness of man 
that makes a change of air to the in 
.militants of many cities an absolute ne 
•essity. 

There is another element of impurity 
and, consequently, of danger to health 
in the air of cities against which Dr. 
Veo warns his readers. This is DUST 
Here is what he says about dust in tin 
air of cities: 

"Hut the atmosphere of towns get 
often positively and grossly dirty. Tl 
lust that is raised by a strong wind and 
down into our air passages, a 
into our eyes and ears, is in a large 
.own composed in part of most offensive 
ingredients, often capable, there can bi 
little doubt of exiting disease in delicate 
sensitive persons. I have long been con 
,-inccd that a ei nsiderable portion of the 
illnesses caused by a prevalence of cold 
unl strong east winds may be traceable 

to the effect of the pernicious, inkku- 
i'Ioi s qualities of the dust that is blown 
nto our air passages at the time. Im 
:gine for a moment what the dust of a 
iarge city must be composed of, mixed 
ip by the eddying wind carried back- 
yards and forwards from place to place ! 
Vnd yet we marvel how infective dis- 
•ases are spread abroad 1" 

This is something for those to 
vliom the preservation of tin: public 
lealtli in this town is entrusted to think 
ibout. They have the word of a high 
nodical authority that the dust which 
ills the atmosphere at times, as well as 
the foul smelling air which almost sufJFo- 
intes the passer-by is disease-producing. 

Persons whose systems have been 
Icranged, and whose health has been 
inderniined by breathing the bail air of 
the cities and inhaling their deleterious 
lust need a change of air, Jt is evident 
that the best place for thoill to go 
to is where there is no contumill- 
ited air and no clouds of filthy dust. 
The quiet, pure, sweet-smelling country 
jives the citizen who is not too far gone 
i new lease of life.

— Cornell University has put $400,- 
0C0 n now bulldingn the past year. 

— Ninoty-fivo per cent, of tho stu- 
donta of Franklin Collopo, Now Athuns, 
O., aro professing Christians. Sixty- 
flvo per cunt of tho graduates of tho 
college have ontorod tho ministry. 

— Says a prominent clergyman: "I 
don't oxpoct to soo tho millennium. I 
shall bo quito satisfied if I livo to soo 
tlio day whon there will bo as many 
churches as grogshops In tho country." 

—In tho last six years tho member- 
ship of tho Chicago Presbyterian 
churches has increased from loss than 
10,000 to nearly 18,000 and of the Sab- 
bath-schools from 12,000 to nearly 18.- 
000. 

— Itov. Norman La Marsh, an elo- 
quent preacher In chargo of tho Meth- 
odist church at Soarsport, Mo., is to- 
tally blind.

' A PATHETIC INCIDENT. I 



How tho Trenton Prepared for Her I>e- 
■truption at Samoa. 

One of tho most beautiful and pa- 
thetic incidents in the narrative ui 
the wreck of the war-ships at oumoa 
was certainly that of the music 
on tho Trenton. It was at mid- 
night of tho day upon which the 
Vandalia struck. That vessel lay up- 
on tho roef pounding her bottom 
upon the coral rock. Mountainous 
masses of dark water, white-capped 
with soothing foam, camo rolling in 
from tho open sea and swept tho duck 
-from stem to stern, dashing the spray 
high into the rigging, where three hun- 
dred mon clung to the ratlines. Tho 
howling of tho hurricane arose even 
abovo tho roar of tho waves and no 
other sound mot tho ears of the shiver- 
ing men aloft, save the crash and croak- 
ing of timbers as each succeeding 
wave made inroads into tho noble ship. 

Presently thero camo across the 
waste of seething water a sound of 
music. Could it bo possible? Did 
not thoir oars decolvo them? Eagerly 
tho men listoned to catch the sound. 
Again it camo, borne upon tho whist- 
ling wind, the stirring notes of tho 
"Star Spangled Banner," played by 
the band of tho Tronton, as that ship, 
wiih propeller and rudder gone, 
drifted hopelessly upon tho rcof to 
meet what soemod almost certain 
death. Loud and clear, abovo the 
raging storm, arose tho notes, and 
surely never swootor music sounded to 
dying mon than did this to tho seamen 
lashed to tho rigging of tho Vandalia, 
and three hundred men broke into a 
cheer. Faintly camo tho answer from 
the Trenton's men, as grouped in Die 
rigging they peered eagerly into the 
lino of foaming breakers ahead which 
marked tho deadly roef upon which 
they wore drifting. It was only when 
tho vessel struck that the crash of fall- 
ing masts and crushing timbers 
drowned the sweet strains of tlio stir- 
ring anthem, and again all was black- 
ness, whirling waves and whistling 
winds. —Washington Critic.

Tho passage 
of a by-law to carry out the Pickering 
scheme when Mr. Hill, who comes 
here with Mr. Pickering, to tender for 
the work, condemns the scheme, would 
bo madness.
